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CEBU CITY—An Army colonel accused of 
amassing P50 million worth of assets has 
gone the way of his former boss, Maj.

Col. George Rabusa has been removed as 
operations officer of the Armed Forces’ Cen- 
tral Command based in Cebu City in the 
wake of an investigation of alleged corrup- 
tion in the Armed Forces, the military said 
yesterday.

Rabusa 1s alleged to have acquired un 
plained wealth worth P50 million consisting 
of pieces of real estate, vehicles and cash de- 
posits. As a colonel, he has a gross income of 
P26,639.88 a month.

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Ramiscal faces charges 
First of 148 graft raps filed in Sandiganbayan

THE OFFICE of the Ombudsman yesterday started filing charges 
against retired Brig. Gen. Jose S. Ramiscal in connection with the 
P195.86-million real estate scam involving funds of the Armed 
Forces of the Philippines-Retirement and Separation Benefits Sys- 


tems (AFP-RSBS). 

Ramiscal, a former RSBS president, 
and three other RSBS officials were 
charged before the Sandiganbayan an- 
ti-graft court with 10 of 148 counts of 
estafa through falsification of public 
documents. 

Also charged with estafa through 
falsification of public documents and 
for violation of the Anti-Graft and Cor- 
rupt Practices Act were RSBS execu- 
tives lawyers Meinrado Enrique and 
Manuel Satuito and Capt. Perfecto 
Quilicot. 

The four were accused of overpricing 
the purchase of 148 lots by the RSBS in 
1996. 

The respondents not only allegedly 
failed to secure the RSBS funds, they 


also allegedly converted them for 
their own use, said the complaint filed 
by Ombudsman graft investigators 
and prosecutors Wendel E. Barreras- 
Sulit, John Turalba and Warlito Gal- 
isanao. 

Ramiscal and the three officials vio- 
lated the trust of the soldiers who con- 
tributed to the fund, it said. 

“By its, very nature, the system's 
funds are trust funds. Therefore, it was 
incumbent upon Ramiscal and other re- 
sponsible officials to exercise utmost 
prudence and use the system's funds 
only in a conservative, secure manner 
in order to protect the soldiers’ money,” 
the Ombudsman said, quoting a report 
by a Senate panel that first investigated 


the matter in 1999. 

Employing alleged “devious” gim- 
mickry, the four RSBS officials report- 
edly: bought 148 parcels of land in 
Calamba, Laguna; Tanauan, Batangas, 
and Iloilo City in 1996. 

‘The RSBS then drafted two deeds of 
sale: the first, a “unilateral deed of sale" 
signed only by the landowners and 
priced at P28,226,090; and, second, 
"bilateral deed of sale" signed by the 
landowners and the RSBS represented 
by Ramiscal with a declared purchase. 
price of P195,852,513. 

The unilateral deed of sale was then 
used to register the property at the 
Register of Deeds in Tanauan, Batan- 
gas. The document was also used as 
the basis for the payment of the capi- 
tal gains tax and transfer tax by the 
RSBS to the Bureau of Internal Rev- 
enue. 

The bilateral deed of sale was not 
made public and were kept in the files 
of the RSBS. They were later used by 
Ramiscal's group to justify the payment 


ofP195 million to the landowners. 

Investigators noted that while offi- 
cial stamps and annotations appeared 
on the unilateral deed of sale, the same 
marks were totally absent from the oth- 
er document. 

What was anomalous was the dispar- 
ity of the purchase price in the two 
deeds of sale which clearly showed the 
malicious design of the respondents, 
the Ombudsman said. 

Ramiscal and the other RSBS offi- 
cials are also facing several graft 
charges before the Sandiganbayan, one 
of which involved the sale of a P341.3- 
million property in Calamba, Laguna, 
which was found to have been over- 
priced by P91 million. 

Ramiscal was ordered arrested by 
the Sandiganbayan in 2000, but is out 
on P500,000 Бај. 

He is also accused of shortchanging 
tax payments for the purchase of a P37- 
million parcel of land in Batangas. 

None of the respondents were avail- 
able for comment. 


‘Why didn’t cops chase Martinez killers?’

IN THE wake of the killing of Supt. 
Manolo Martinez in front of the Sta. Mesa 
police station he commanded one ques- 
tion: begged to be asked and this was 
posed byDirector Avelino Razon, Nation- 
al Capital Region Police Office chief. 

Why did no one from the police sta- 
tion go after the assailants who pumped 
six bullets into Martinezas he got off his 
Suv? 

Instead, the assailants and their loök- 


‘outs managed to escape after comman- 
deering a passing jeepney. 

Razon, however, told the Inquimen, 
“its still being investigated. In the 
meantime, we won't sack anybody." 

Razon said he also formed a task 
force composed of members of the 
NCRPO's Regional Intelligence and In- 
vestigation Division to assist the West- 
ern Police District in its investigation. 

Philippine National Police Director 
General Edgar Aglipay placed the 
115,000-strong force on full alert and 
ordered the deployment of more offi- 


cers to checkpoints around Metro Mani- 
laand the provinces. 

So far, Razon said, the authorities were 
looking into the angles that Martinez 
may have been killed by communist hit 
men or by enemies in the police force. 

“We're not discounting anything,” he 
said. 

Martinez's wife Lucila expressed doubt 
his killers belonged to a rebel group, say- 
ing the firearms the assailants used indi- 
cated they may have been lawmen. 

“They had an M-16, a.45 and a grenade. 
Who else has access to those but members 


of the police or the military?" Lucila Mar- 
tinez said in an interview yesterday. 

She said, however, that she was not 
aware of any enemies her husband may 
have had in the police force, saying only 
that jealousy among colleagues may 
have been the motive. 

She said she had heard that her hus- 
band, a veteran Manila policeman, was 
one of the candidates to replace WPD 
director Chief Supt. Pedro Bulaong 
when the latter is promoted. 

“If he had an enemy, he would not 
have been driving himself," she said.

US Ambassador Francis Ricciardone 
will lead some 70 foreign dignitaries 
who are expected to converge here for 
the commemoration. 

‘Two US battleships from Okinawa have 
arrived and the US soldiers on board are 
expected to join today’s Liberation Parade. 

Largely forgotten in the annals of popular 
military history the Leyte landings that be- 
gan on Oct. 20, 1944, saw around 160,000. 
US-led troops storm the beaches of the Leyte 
Gulfin the eastern corner ofthe Philippines. 

Estimates of casualties varied, but the scale 
of the Japanese rout was vast. Japan record- 
ed around 47,000 casualties compared to.

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5,000, according to his pay slips submitted 
tothe Ombudsman. 

‘The documents showed that Rabusa had 
a P10-million savings deposit with the AFP 
Savings and Loans Association Inc. 
es in Sta. Ana, Manila; in Better Li 
Parafiaque, and at the AFP Officers’ Vil- 
lage Association Incorporated (AFPOVAI) 
in Fort Bonifacio, Makati; and seven vehi- 
cles registered under his name, his wife 
Debbie's name and those of other rela- 
tives. 

“He (Rabusa) will be placed and as- 
signed in GHQ (general headquarters) to 
give him time to shed light on the alleged 
corruption issue,” Centcom spokesperson 
Lt. Col. Jefferson Omandam said yester- 
day, Omandam said the command re- 
ceived the directive on Rabusa’s relief on 
Oct. 14. 

Maj. Gen, Edilberto Adan, AFP deputy chief 
of staff and concurrent spokesperson, con- 
firmed Rabusa's relief. 

“The hierarchy of the AFP decided to re- 
lieve him from Central Command so that he 
will be avallable for any congressional in- 
quiries," Adan said. 


Legal technicalities 

Rabusa denied any wrongdoing in a 
phone interview with the Inquinen and said 
he would welcome the reopening of the in- 
vestigation into his alleged ill-gotten wealth 
case. 

He said he was cleared by the Armed 
Forces’ Ombudsman the first time he was in- 
vestigated in 2002 and he was confident he 
would be cleared again. 

A lawyer at the AFP Ombudsman said that 
Rabusa was investigated in connection with a 
graft complaint filed in 2002. The lawyer said 
the case was set aside last year because of “le- 
gal technicalities” but would be revived "any- 
time now" 

Omandam said he could not comment on 
matters involving Rabusas assets as the 
colonel was only assigned to Centcom early 
this year. But he said Rabusa should be given 
the chance to explain his side. 

Rabusa headed the 43rd Infantry Battalion 
based in Sogod, Southern Leyte, before he 
was transferred to.Centcom as chief of opèra- 
tions. 

During his stint in Southern Leyte, he was 
credited with clearing the province of its in- 
surgency problem. He also spearheaded res- 
cue operations during the Panaon Island 
landslides in December 2003 that claimed 
over 100 lives. 


Leyte’s adopted son 

Forhis efforts, the Southern Leyte provin- 
cial government and the Maasin city gov- 
ernment separately declared Rabusa an 
adopted son of Southern Leyte and Maasin 
City. 

Omandam confirmed that Centcom had re- 
ceived both verbal and written orders from 
ARP Chief of Staff Gen. Narciso Abaya for all 
military units to be on alert against groups 
that might exploit the corruption scandal in 
the military. 

“The members of the AFP are enjoined to 
be very alert and vigilant this time because of 
the controversy arising from [the investiga- 
tion] .. because this may be exploited by 
some groups that (would want) to destroy the 
AFR" Omandam said, recalling the gist of the 
order. 


Coup talk squelched 

Asked what groups he was referring to, 
Omandam mentioned the communist New 
People's Army (NPA). 

Omandam stressed there was no truth to 
reports that a coup might happen, saying per- 
sonnel at Centcom were not demoralized by 
the corruption controversy. 

“We have not changed our attitude towards 
work, although everyday we can read in the 
papers the negative issue against the mili- 
tary” he added.

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FINDING “probable cause" that” Charlie 
“Atong” Ang had committed the crime of plun- 
der, a United States district judge ruled that 
‘Ang, a crony and co-accused of jailed Presi- 
dent Joseph Estrada, be extradited to the 
Philippines. 

Judge Lawrence R. Leavitt of the US Dis- 
trict Court of Nevada issued the ruling on Oct. 
14. The information was released by the Unit- 
ed States Embassy yesterday. 

Leavitt based his ruling on the testimony of 
Nocos Sur Gov. Luis “Chavit” Singson which 
he found to be “reliable and admissible in ex- 
tradition hearings as statements against penal 
interest.” 

He said Singson's testimony clearly placed 
‘Ang “in the middle of the transaction” and 
that he had "participated" in Estrada's alleged 
diversion of P130 million in tax money for the 
latter's personal use in August 1998. 

“The court finds that there is probable 


cause to believe that Ang committed the 
crime of plunder,” Leavitt said in his ruling. 

‘Ang has until Nov. 8 to file evidence sup- 
porting his defense against extradition. The 
US government must fle its response not later 
than Nov. 19. 

Leavitt said that while there were slight dis- 
crepancies in Singson's testimony, like the 
number of bags of money, these did not relate 
to the essential facts. 

He said the bank records and other doc- 
uments tended to corroborate Singson’s 
testimony and “point to Ang's involve- 
ment.” 

‘The judge also said Singson’s testimony on 
Ang's participation in the “jueteng scheme" 
with Singson and Estrada “was plausible.” 

He said Ang's characterization of the testi- 
mony as false was “not supported by the 
record." 

“The ruling is another example of the ongo- 
ing RP-US cooperation in law enforcement,” 
the US Embassy said in a statement.

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Gov't lowers 
proposed ‘sin’ 
tax increase 
to 20 percent

‘THE ARROYO administration has agreed to low- 
er the proposed tax rate increase on the so-called 
sin produets—tobacco and alcohol--from the 
original 30 percent to only 20 percent. 

‘The move was apparently made to hasten 
the passage of legislation to increase the ex- 
cise taxes on tobacco and alcohol products in 
the face of a determined lobby in Congress by 
the manufacturers of these products. 

Finance Secretary Juanita Amatong in- 
formed the House ways and means commit- 
tee about the decision to lower the tax rate 
hike in an informal hearing on Monday. 

"Following consultations with the Presidents 
economic managers and industry stakeholders, 
an across-the-board percentage increase, without 
changing the classification made by Congress in 
1996, is deemed more palatable,” Amatong said, 

The government is now proposing a tax 
rate increase of 20 percent, to be accompa- 
nied by the indexation of the taxes of sin 
products to inflation every tivo years. 

The two competing tobacco manufactur- 
ers Fortune Tobacco Corp. of influential ethnic 
Chinese businessman Lucio Tan and the United 
States-based Philip Morris Phil. Manufactur- 
ing—aided by their allies in Congress, have put 
forward their own proposals on how the tax law 
affecting their products should be written, 

Fortune wants to revert to the рге-1997 ad 
valorem system of taxation, while Philip Mor- 
ris is calling for a uniform tax increase for all 
brands. 

Rep. Jesli Lapus (NPC, Tarlac), the commit- 
tee chair, earlier appealed to manufacturers 
to come up with a common position in order 
not to delay legislation. 


DSWD sets aside 
P51M for food 
coupon program 


THE DEPARTMENT of Social Welfare and De- 
velopment has aljotted P51 million in start-up 
funds for the food coupon program for the 
country's poorest families. 

Social Welfare Secretary Corazon Soliman 
told reporters before the start of yesterday's. 
House hearing on the DSWD's proposed 2005. 
budget that she was set to present the pro- 
gram to President Macapagal-Arroyo today. 

“We are identifying areas where there are 
high malnutrition rates among children,” 
Soliman said. 

She said the DSWD would initially bankroll 
the food coupon program which was created 
in response to the recent survey that showed 
more Filipinos were going hungry. 

“We hope to have this program approved 
this week,” Soliman said. 

Rep. Rolando Andaya Jr. (LB Camarines 
Sur), House appropriations committee chair, 

isked Soliman how long the program would 
be implemented. 

Three to six months was her reply. 

The food coupons won't come without a 
price, however. 

“When they are given coupons, they will be 
requested to provide community service,” 
Soliman said. 

One example of the service they could render, 
she said, is cleaning up government buildings. 

It was not clear, however, where the gov- 
ernment would find the funds to support the 
program, which would run into the billions if 
implemented nationwide, 

The DSWD's proposed budget for 2005 is

EMBARRASSED at the prospect of yet anoth- 
erreenacted national budget, veteran legisla- 
tor Sen.

Senate President Franklin Drilon said on 
Sunday that because the appropriations bill 
was being held up in the House, Congress may 
fail to approve the 2005 budget, which would 
‘mean that the government would again be op- 
erating on the reenaeted 2003 budget. 

Enrile said that ifthe budget was reenacted а 
second straight year, Congress may as well give 
up its function of sorting out and approving the 
budget and leave the job to the executive branch. 

“It means that we are no longer following 
the Constitution, that we are lazy and that the 
government has no discipline,” he said. 

Enrile said he could not believe how some 
legislators could even think of going on часа. 
tion at this time. 

“1 told them to postpone their vacation and 
solve the problems of the country first. Their 
seats have not even been warmed yet and 
they are already on vacation; they have gone 
roaming to other parts of the world," he said. 

‘Administration Sen. Richard Gordon yes- 
terday assured the public that the Senate was 
willing to work double time to finish the bud- 
get deliberations by the end of the year. 


GMA: Local 
Reds tying up 
with terrorists 


PRESIDENT Macapagal-Arroyo yesterday 
said the government has found evidence of 
growing links between foreign terrorists and 
communist guerillas waging a decades-old 
Maoist rebellion in the country. 

She said she had ordered a review of the 
government's strategy to address the 35-year- 
old insurgency, which includes peace talks 
with the rebels that stalled earlier this year. 

“In view of recent developments, I have in- 
stricted the national security agencies of the 
government го come np with a comprehen- 
sive reassessment of our strategy vis-a-vis the 
CPP-NPA and a review of our negotiations 
with the NDE” referring to the rebels political 
wing, the National Democratic Front. 

National Security Adviser Hermogenes 
Ebdane said the recent developments alluded 
toby the President were the murder of former 
NPA rebel Arturo Tabara, the consolidation 
and expansion of the CPP-NPA in the rural ar- 
eas, and the order of Communist Party of the 
Philippines founder Jose Maria Sison to con- 
duct operations against the government on a 
regular basis and increase the collection of 
progressive taxes. 

Defense Secretary Avelino Cruz stressed 
that the Presidents order to reassess the 
peace talks included deciding whether or not 
the government should continue talks with 
the CPP-NPA and the NDE and whether to la- 
bel the communist rebels a terrorist threat, 

Ms Arroyo claimed that intelligence reports 
showed growing links between the leftist 
rebels and the international terrorist groups. 

Ebdane and Cruz, however, could not cite 
any specific terrorist groups which had 
hooked up with local leftist rebels.

Even if he returned from his US trip in 
June, the prosecution said “it is undeniable 
that the risk of flight is continuously there.”

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Oil prices tumble below $53 as fuel costs hit economy 


LONDON—Oil prices fell for a 
second session on Tuesday, taking 
US crude under $53, on signs that 
high energy costs are cutting into 
economic growth. 

US light crude by 0945 GMT 
was off 74 cents at $52.93 a bar- 
rel following a $1.26 slide on 
Monday from Fridays record 
closing high of $54.93 a barrel. 
Prices are down nearly four per- 
cent in two days. 

Brent crude in London eased 
55 cents to $48.36 а barrel. 
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‘The reversal comes on growing 
evidence that rocketing fuel costs 
are starting to slow the economic 
growth that helped ignite this 
year’s $20-a-barrel rally. 

‘On Monday, Wall Street banks 
Morgan Stanley and J.P Morgan 
cut their estimates for 2005 
growth, blaming high fuel costs 
for a predicted slowdown in con- 
sumer demand. 

“While high prices affect con- 
sumer spending immediately, typ- 
ically the demand side response to 


high prices takes 3 to 6 quarters to 
feed through to consumer price 
indices,” said Marshall Hall of 
London energy consultancy EMC. 

“That means we will still be 
feeling the effect of $50 ой on the 
economy in late 2005." 

Morgan Stanley reduced its 
forecast for global expansion next 
year to 3.6 percent, down from 
3.9 percent, and warned of more 
Possible revisions. 

"As the prospects of a full- 
blown oil shock rise, the 


prospects of outright global re- 
cession in 2005 loom more and 
more likely,” said Morgan Stanley 
chief economist Stephen Roach. 

LB Morgan scaled back its 
forecast for US growth to 3.25 
percent for the first half of 2005, 
down from 4 percent. 

Officials in the United States, 
Germany and Japan have warned 
that surging oil prices may put 
the brakes on economic growth. 

“We are looking at the rise in oil 
prices as the biggest risk factor if it 


continues for a long period” 
Japan's Economics Minister Heizo 
Takenaka said.

BAGHDAD—US warplanes hit the rebel-

Washington has blamed Zarqawi and his 
followers for some of the worst militant vio- 
lence since last years invasion of Iraq. 

Iraq's US-backed administration is battling 
to pacify the country and win back insurgent- 
held areas before the election, which is seen 
asa crucial step in Iraq's efforts to rebuild. 

Duluiya is about 20 km south of the town of 
Samarra, where US and Iraqi forees carried out 
a large offensive this month to restore control. 

‘The United States, Iraq and other countries 
have been putting pressure on the United Ма- 
tions to send senior staff into Traq quickly to 
help prepare for the elections. 

But the White House said on Monday US mili- 
tary commanders and the interim Baghdad gov- 
erment had rejected a Saudi plan for an all 
Muslim force to protect UN election staff in Iraq, 

“The Iraqi interim government had some 
real concerns about having troops from a 
neighboring country inside Iraq,” said White 
House spokesperson Scott McClellan. “The 
multinational commanders also had some 
concerns about forces operating outside the 
chain of command structure.” 

Britain is considering a US request to move 
troops now based in southern Iraq into more 
potentially dangerous areas to cover for US 
units battling rebels in Fallujah and elsewhere. 

British Defense Secretary Geoff Hoon said he 
had not made any decision but expected a final 


assessment from his officials next week. Any 
such deployment could re-ignite anger over 
Prime Minister Tony Blair's support for the war. 

Iraq's interim administration said on Mon- 
day a weapons amnesty that it considered 
successful in a restive area of the capital 
‘would be expanded to the rest of the country. 

National Security Adviser Kassim Daoud said 
the cash-for-guns drive in Baghdad's Sadr City 
slum would be extended two days to Thursday It 
‘was not clear if the expansion of the amnesty 
across the country would include a cash buyback.

Spain nabs 7 terror suspects 
MADRID—Seven North Africans arrested by Spanish police 
were platting a major bombing attack against the National 
Court, a hub of Spain's investigations of Islamic terrorism, 
newspapers said Tuesday. EI Pais quoted police sources as 
saying the plot was only in the preliminary stages because 
there was no evidence the suspects had actually obtained ex- 
plosives. Another newspaper, EI Mundo, said the plan involved 
detonating a truck loaded with 500 kilos of explosives outside 
the courthouse, located ona busy avenue In downtown 
Madrid. The interior ministry and officials at the court declined 
to comment on the reports. EI Pals said the arrests were or- 
dered as part of a probe undertaken by the courts Judge Bal- 
tasar Garzon, Spain's leading antiterrorism magistrate, Those 
arrested included at least four Algerians and one Moroccan in 
Madrid, El Ejido, Gandia, Malaga and Almeria. They were iden- 
tified as Smail Latrech, All Omar "Jelloul," Djamel Merabet, 
Mourat Yala "Abu Anas," Ahmed Mohamed and Magid Mch- 
macha. One remained unidentified.

Kerry, meanwhile, kicked off 
early voting in the crucial barde- 
ground state of Florida with a 
Sharp indictment of Bush's "arro- 
gant” handling of the Iraq war and 
of health care issues at home. 

“Despite the presidents arro- 
gant boasting that he has done 
everything right in Iraq and that 
he's made no mistakes, the truth 
is beginning to catch up with 
him,” the Massachusetts senator 
said in Tampa, Florida. 

Kerry cited а Washington Post 
report about complaints that the 
former top US commander in Iraq, 
Lt, Gen, Ricardo Sanchez, sent to 
the Pentagon last winter regarding 
shortages of parts and equipment. 

“Mr. President, you can choose 
to ignore the facts, but in the end, 
you can't hide the truth from the 
‘American people," he said.

UPHORIA and thanksgiving are strange reactions 
to bombing, shelling and death. This was, however, 
the reaction of an overwhelming number of Fil- 


ipinos to the news that Gen. Douglas MacArthur, together 
with officials of the Commonwealth government in exile, 
led by President Sergio Osmefia, Carlos P. Romulo and 
Basilio Valdes, had landed in Leyte 60 years ago today. 


The return of the Americans brought 


"EDITORIAL with it hardship: a great path of destruc- 


tion was created as the Americans took 


Leyte and then embarked on taking Luzon. The destruc- 
‘tion would culminate in the devastation of Manila, the 
‘burning and shelling of which dwarfed even the wrecking 
of other Philippine cities such as Davao, Cebu and Baguio. 

The reaction of Filipinos to the destruction of their 
homes and the killing of so many who had yearned for lib- 
eration was not unique. The French, too, saw many killed 
and many cities ruined because of the Allied invasion of 
Europe. In the wake of the D-Day anniversary earlier this 
year, veterans were interviewed who, to this day, marvel 
at the outpouring of joy, even amid death and destruc- 
tion, that greeted Allied forces. The same was the case in 
Belgium, in Holland and many other occupied countries. 

What set apart Filipinos was that they welcomed the Al- 
lies while so many of our neighbors and fellow Asians 
viewed their return with suspicion and even fear. The rea- 
son for this is that among all the colonized countries in 
the world, only the Philippines had been promised, and 
expected, its independence. 

Tt is difficult for the Filipinos of today to appreciate the 
tremendous prestige and even trust that the Americans, 
our allies in the war, enjoyed in this part of the world. 
Even as Filipinos ecstatically welcomed the return of the 
Americans, many Asian leaders looked to America for 
sympathy and even help. Mao Zedong came close to un- 
dertaking an alliance with the Americans, Ho Chi Minh 
tried to enlist American aid. The Indians during the war 
had looked to America to put pressure on Britain in order 
to exact concessions from their imperial rulers. If for rea- 
Sons of ideology, Mao and Ho Chi Minh had no great love 
of the American way of life, they had some respect for it. 
And, like Indian leaders such as Nehru, whatever misgiv- 
ings they may have felt were outweighed by their hatred 
for the fascism that Japan represented. 

‘This is also something difficult for the Filipinos of today 
to appreciate: that the hatred of the majority of Filipinos 
for the Japanese would have been such, that they pre- 
ferred their cities wrecked and so many dead to remain- 
ing one minute longer under the Japanese. This is why 
the generation alive during the war mostly referred—and 
still referto the return of the Americans as “liberation.” 

То us, today, “liberation” sounds hollow, if not downright 
delusional. And yet it is what Filipinos felt at the time, and 


‘we should respect their feelings. With a few exceptio 


this 


ishow they genuinely felt, and in this, they were no differ- 
ent from the French, the Dutch, the Chinese, Koreans and 
even Vietnamese. World War II was the last “good war,” itis 
often said, because the good were so clearly differentiated 
from the bad: Nazism and Italian and Japanese fascism 
were so bad that imperialists could look good. 

After World War Il, the peoples and leaders who had 
looked to the America of Franklin D. Roosevelt were bit- 
terly disappointed by the America of Harry S. Truman. 
Disappointment with America after World War Il—its 
selfishness, its infuriating conviction that it alone knew 
what was right and wrong, its ruthlessness in getting 
what it wanted and lack of gratitude. for the sacrifices of 
its allies—was felt not just by Filipinos, but by the French, 
and actively opposed by the Chinese and Vietnamese. In- 
dia, too, under Nehru, tried to foster an independence 
and solidarity among nations that sought security and 
dignity through a policy of non-alignment. 

Still, a survey of the generation that fought in and lived 
through the war will show that for the most part, they pre- 
ferred alliance with the Western powers, imperialist or 
neo-imperialist to aiding or abetting fascists. Indeed, in re- 
calling the anniversary of the Leyte Landing, what should 
be remembered is not just the enthusiasm and relief that 
greeted the return of American forces, but the reasons for 
that feeling of liberation, Freedom and the desire for it are 
never wrong. Thankfulness for those who make it possible 
is never misplaced, Fond memories of an older generation 
are not fora younger generation to disparage, For freedom 
gains strength from itself. It took liberation in 1944-45, for 
us to realize that freedom is not just given, it is earned, 
And that once earned, it must be earned again, and again, 
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‘THE TESTIMONY of Maj. Gen. Carlos E Garcia 
before the House committee, during which he 
repeatedly invoked his right against sel-incrim- 
ination, sounded so much like the testimony of 
presidential brother-in-law (and now Rep.) Ig- 
gy Arroyo on the Jose Pidal bank deposits, dur- 
ing which he also repeatedly refused to answer 
questions by invoking his right to privacy. In 
both hearings, the legislators threw up their 
hands in exasperation and failed to get any in- 
formation from their witnesses. 

But actions speak louder than words. Why 
would a witness be afraid to talk and incrimi- 
mate himself if he isn't guilty of something? An 
innocent person would only be glad to tell ev- 
erything he knows to prove his innocence, ‘di 
ba? But silence isthe refuge of the guilty like 
the Mafia mobsters. 

Alas, the House investigation of the former 
AFP comptroller has turned into a comedy, 
with the general and his lawyers outwitting 
the congressmen. They have to find other 
sources of evidence; they can't get any from 
the mouth of the accused himself. ١ think the 
strategy should be to charge him with unex- 
plained wealth, Make him explain how he ac- 
quired all his bank deposits and real estate 
properties, That would be interesting to hear. 

Because of the Garcia scandal, all AFP gen- 
erals are now under suspicion, especially 
those who handle funds. One of them is re- 
tired Brig. Gen. Jose S. Ramiscal, who is in 
trouble simply because he is the president of 
the formerly cash-rich AFP-RSBS. But unlike 
Garcia who obviously doesn't want to be sub- 
jected to any investigation, Ramiscal wants 
the charges against him to be heard as quick- 
ly as possible. It is the prosecution that is 
dragging its feet. The case has been percolat- 
ing in the offices of the Ombudsman and the 
Sandiganbayan for several years already. 

‘The case against Ramiscal is simpli 
self, The AFP-RSBS bought 148 separate 
parcels of land in Laguna for real estate de- 
velopment back when the market was ro- 
bust, before the Asian economic crisis. The 
total area purchased was 964,494 square 
meters. The total amount paid by the AFP- 


THE HERITAGE Foundation’s assessment of 
Gloria Macapagal-Arroyo as the weakest leader 
їп Asia Pacific raises some interesting questions 
about the nature of weakness and strength, 
Heritage itself is confused about the con- 
cepts. Decades ago, it found Ferdinand Marcos 
a strong leader, at least when he did not strike 
the occasional pose of opposing the United 


States for local nationalist consumption. In’ 


fact, Marcos was a weak leader, notwithstand- 
ing that he ruled with an iron fist. The weak- 
mess did not Не in that his rule was being chal- 
lenged from inside, by restive military officers, 
and outside, by the horde howling at the gates. 
Nor did it lie in that his kidneys were rorting 
away from lupus. It lay in the very nature of his 
rule, Dictatorial rule does not a strong leader 
make, But I'm getting ahead of my story. 

GMA herself uses the concept of a “strong 
republic.” Much of it, of course, is just spin, 
which is the one thing she excels in. She came 
toMalacafiang gratuitously, through the labors 
of others, and her claim to the throne being 
tenuous, she needed to project strength and 
authority. She surrounded herself with the ac- 
couterment of them. Not least thetorically, 
“strong republic” being a chief phrase. 

АЙ this forces us to ask: What are the true 
properties of, strength? What makes for a 
strong leader? 

Tt helps to see what it is by seeing what it is 
not, 

Strength is not stubbornness or pursuing 
things with a one-track mind. Strength is not 
refusing to apologize to a whistle-blower you 
falsely accuse of being part of the crime she has 
blown, and compounding the problem by or- 
dering your police chief to make good your 
mistake, 1 remember writing several angry 
columns at the incredible suggestion of ت0‎ 
aides that for her to apologize to Acsa Ramirez 
would be to show weakness and compromise 
national security, To this day, she hasn't. She 
has merely said let bygones be bygones. 

Strength is not pursuing power with un- 
ylelding obsession, It is not making friends of 
‘enemies and enemies of friends to win votes. It 
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RSBS was P195,852,513 or an average price 
of P203 per sq. m. The total amount regis- 
tered at the register of deeds was 
P28,226,090, or an average price of only 
P30 per sq. m. What happened to the differ- 
ence 7 

Conclusion: Ramiscal pocketed it, And 
because of this, Ramiscal is facing at least 
148 cases of estafa which, judging by the 
number, gives the impression that the gen- 
eral must be a hardened criminal. 

It is not that simple, Ramiscal told me. I 
interviewed the general over dinner at our 
neighborhood coffee shop one night last 
week, and he gave me the facts and ex- 
plained what happened. There is no missing 
P167 million, he said, and he has not pock- 
eted a single centavo. 

The 148 parcels of farmland, he ex- 
plained, were bought through a “consolid: 
tor” or broker, The AFP-RSBS did not negoti- 
ate directly with the farmers. This was nec- 
essary because if it was known that the RS- 
BS was buying their properties and negoti- 
ated separately with each farmer, the asking 
price would rise progressively higher. It was 
the job of the consolidator to haggle for as 
low a price as possible, consolidate all the 
purchased parcels and then turn them over 
to the RSBS as one parcel. 

‘The RSBS board of trustees approved an 
acquisition cost of P225 per sq. m., but the 
consolidator was free to bargain with the 
owners for a lower price. The difference be- 
‘tween the amount paid by the RSBS and the 
amount actually received by the owners was 
the fee, or commission of the consolidator. 
From this, the consolidator would pay the 
capital gains tax and other taxes due, as 
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is not transforming the one body tasked with 
ensuring clean elections into the one agency 
engineered for cheating. It is not ransacking 
the public reasury to buy an election, Strange- 
ly, Thave heard people express admiration for 
this unscrupulous doggedness and describe it 
as strength. In fact, it is mere pettiness, one 
with disastrous consequences for the nation, 
Marcos showed that kind of doggedness, too, 
and look where itled us. 

Strength is first of ali strength of character. 
And strength of character is above all being 
able to admit mistakes and knowing when 
enough is enough. It is the ability to look pow- 
er in the face and shun it, True strength, as 
"The Lord of the Rings” suggests, is not having 
the boldness to wear the ring of power and cor- 
rupting oneself, it is having the courage to 
throw the ring into the fires of hell and freeing 
oneself, As far as that goes, my hats off to Cory 
Aquino who had the courage to say no toa sec 
ond term notwithstanding that it was hers for 
the taking, That is strength, 

Strength is not a martial posture or a 
predilection for war, Strength isnot blindly fol 
lowing a superpower into thrashing about af- 
ter being wounded and turning gung-ho for 
arms and war, A posture that can't be lived up. 
to anyway, as GMA’ sudden retreat in the face 
of Angelo de la Cruz's kidnapping shows. The 
Heritage Foundation’s view of GMA as a strong 
leader during the height of her “war against 
terror” isan ironic опе, The strength is an illu- 
sion, though one shared by her civilian and 
military aides, who gloated ar the surplus war- 
planes that came thelr way and struck macho 
poses in the group picture, The only strong 


well as sundry expenses. What is left after 
this is his profit. 

‘The law allows the consolidator to unilat- 
erally report to the register of deeds the pur- 
chase price. The deeds of sale were signed 
only by the sellers, Neither Ramiscal nor the 
RSBS had any part in this. 

Based on the findings of Special Prosecu- 
tor Dennis Villa-Ignacio in his June 15, 
2004 memorandum to the Ombudsman, 
the average amount actually received by 
the sellers from the consolidator was P150 
per sq. m. But the consolidator registered 
an average price of only P30 per sq. m. for a 
total price of P28,226,090 obviously to 
lower the capital gains tax. This is falsifica- 
tion of public documents for which the con- 
solidator is liable, but not the RSBS or 
Ramiscal, the latter said, 

The acquisition price approved by the 
board of trustees was P225 per sq. m. but 
the RSBS paid only an average price of P203 
per sq. m., so Ramiscal saved it P22 per sq 
m. or a total of P21,218,868. 

Since the amount acknowledged to have 
been received by the sellers from the consol- 
idator was P150 per sq. m. (not only P30 рег 
sq. m. as reported to the register of deeds) 
and the total area bought was 964,494 sq. 
m, it logically follows that the amount re- 
ceived by the sellers from the consolidator 
was P144,674,100. 

Ifthe amount paid by the RSBS to thesell- 
ers through the consolidator was 
P195,852,513 and the amount acknowl- 
edged by the sellers to have been actually 
received from the consolidator was 
144,674,100, we are looking at a differ- 
ence of P51,178,413 which possibly went to 
pay for the capital gains tax, documentary 
stamp tax, tenants’ disturbance fee and con- 
solidator's fee as stipulated in the memo- 
randum of understanding between the RS- 
BS and the consolidator,

cal, it is because each deed of sale was 
counted as one case. Technically, there are 
148 counts of only one case. 


thing in all this was the odor it emitted 

Strength is morality not pugnacity Strength 
is reason, not brute force. Strength is the prin- 
ciple "right is might" and not “might is right.” 
‘The real strength here, as in the United States, 
was shown by those who refused to be cowed 
into submission by the mob that howled in the 
streets and a government that led them on to а 
lynching. The real strength lay among those 
who asked why we were doing this and not 
among those who merely answered that that 
was what everybody else was doing, 

And finally strength is not tyranny, That is 
the most dangerous illusion of all, the notion 
that authoritarianism, iron-fisted rule, dicta- 
torship represents strength. “Strongman” is a 
misnomer, as is “strong republic.” A strongman 
(or woman) is not a strong leader, he is a weak 
опе. A"strong republic" is not a strong political 
order, itis a weak one. A strong leader does not 
impose her will on her people, she imposes the 
will of her people on her. A strong leader does 
not screw human rights and civil liberties to 
defend her nation’s freedom, а strong leader 
defends human rights and civil liberties as the 
very essence of her nation’s freedom. 

‘The bigger and more dangerous illusion 
there is that democracy is a weak system and 
authoritarianism a strong one. The opposite is 
true, Democracy is the strongest system of all 
because it rests on a strong people. The aim of 
democracy is to make a strong people, not a 
strong government. The truth of democracy is 
that а republic is only as strong as its citizens. 
You can destroy a strong government, you can- 
not destroy а strong people. 

Democracy is пог unlike the strongest pro- 
fession of all, which is teaching, The best 
teacher is not the one who makes himself i 
dispensable, who will always be there to guide 
his pupil along. ‘The best teacher is the one 
who makes himself superfluous, who makes 
sure his pupil will learn enough to go his own 
way someday.

TT looked so simple at the start, back in the late 
19805. had begun saying Mass at Payatas-by-the 
Dumpsite in 1985, and quickly had become 
aware not only of the miserable living conditions 
of the people but specifically of the problem of 
malnutrition among children, which was often 
severe enough to be brain-threatening and life- 
threatening. 

So we started a milk-feeding program for 
third-degree malnourished infants, with money 
coming from Loyola House of Studies and a few 
friends, while the weighing of children and distri- 
bution of the milk-powder was handled by "Cel- 
ing,” a local volunteer and mother of four. We 
hardly realized how one little thing would lead to 
another, into all the pain and complexity ofa slum 
community, and how many dimensions there are 
to growth itself 

The first crisis came when Celing, who had be- 
come the very heart of the feeding program, decid- 
ed that she should go to Kuala Lumpur as a domes- 
tic helper, in order to pay for the education of her 
children, When I expressed my concern at what 
this would do to the program, a generous friend 
offered to provide a monthly allowance, more or 
Jess equivalent to what Celing believed she would 
Бе able to send home from KL. I told her the good 
news before Midnight Mass on Christmas. Tears 
came to her eyes and she said, “This is the happiest 
Christmas of my life.” Since then she has gone on 
to become not only well-informed on infant nutri- 
tion but a paramedic and an all-purpose social 
worker in the community, assisting in the clinics, 
getting people into hospitals and watching by 
them at night, bringing in doctors from the De- 
partment of Health when there is an outbreak of 
cholera, being called to intervene in cases of child 
abuse, rape and incest in the community 

Inher most recent report, Celing was particular- 
ly concerned about four problem families: two of 
them abandoned by their fathers, one in which the 
mother was reacting to abuse from her drug-de- 
pendent husband by beating her children cruelly, 


"BAKAT" is a Cebuano word that means “to leave 
a mark." Itis also the acronym for a new project, a 
Gender Justice Watch/Bantay Katarungan para 
sa Kababaihan at Kabataan which will monitor 
the progress made in prosecuting landmark cases 
of violence against women and children. 

For starters, Bakat will follow the progress 
made in the investigation of the murder of human 
rights lawyer Arbet Sta. Ana-Yongco, which, the 
President assured, would get her “top priority” 
during a visit to Arber's wake. It is hoped this will 
result in the early apprehension and trial of the 
killer and the mastermind. 

Pilipina, Abanse! Pinay, Altemative Law Groups 
Inc, and the Women and Gender Commission of 
the AMRSB the groups behind the founding of 
Bakat (although other women's groups, including 
the NCRFW, wanted to take part in the project, 
too) said in a statement that Bakat will also be 
monitoring other cases like the parricide case 
against Ruben Ecleo, in which Arbet was the pri- 
vate prosecutor representing the family of Ecleo's 
late wife Alma Bacolod; the frustrated parricide 
case filed by Melissa Mercado-Martel against her 
husband Robbie Martel; and the promulgation of 
the rape case filed by Karen Vertido against Davao 
‘businessman Jose Custodio. 

Bakat will also monitor the enforcement of 
Jaws addressing violence against women, includ- 
ing the anti-sexual harassment law (RA 7877), 
the anti-rape law (RA 8353), the rape victim as- 
sistance and protection act (RA 8505), the anti- 
trafficking law (RA 9208), and most recently, the 
law against violence against women and their 
children (RA 9262). 

Tn a statement, the organizers of Bakat said 
that by carrying out their commitments, “we will 
not only deliver justice and provide closure to the 
ves of the victims and survivors, as well as their 
families and friends; we will also leave a positive 
mark by restoring our people's faith in the system 
and sustain their hope that peace and justice, in- 
deed, reigns in our society"

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оле in which the woman had given birth prema- 
turely due to her drunken husband and a neighbor 
quarrelling inthe house, One of the abandoned 
families we have been able to send back to the 
province; the other is more difficult as the 24-year- 
old mother is into drugs, refuses to go for rehabili- 
tation or to give up the children, and cries about 
her problems in prayer-group sessions. 

Celing keeps on walking the dusty and muddy + 
paths of Payatas although she has had heart 
surgery and a couple of small strokes. She speaks 
of having grown with the experience and the 
challenges. Having a wayward husband herself, 
she can relate to other women with family prob- 
lems. And her children have been inspired by her 
example: one is a nutritionist, one a social work- 
ет, and one the key trainer in our natural family 
planning program. 

As word of our feeding program got around, 
contributions began coming in from people we 
had never met, or knew only slightly. Then one 
contributor specified that her contribution 
should go to education, and so willy-nilly we 
found ourselves giving scholarships. The first 
‘went to Juliet, a bright young woman who was 
working at a dead-end occupation as a high- 
speed sewer in a sweatshop, We sent her for 
training as a computer programmer. She started 
out as a bookkeeper in a small fast-food firm and 
now is chief of operations of the firm, a leader in 
the parish community, stretching her thin re- 
sources to pay for the education of her six 
younger siblings. Four others whom we sent for a 
program in electro-mechanics are now airplane 
mechanics for Lufthansa. In these days 32 more

MacArthur's account of Leyte landing 


SIXTY years ago today, Douglas MacArthur wad- 
ed to shore on Leyte and was quoted as saying, "I 
have returned." The remark was said matter-of- 
factly, so plainly that it was not recorded, unlike 
his radio broadcast afterwards that is quoted in 
full in a number of books I read for this column. 

Since we do not want to spoil the fun in Leyte 
this morning, we won't give space to assertions 
that the historic photograph of MacArthur retum- 
ing to the Philippines, with Sergio Osmefia at his 
side, is not the record of the actual event but of a 
re-enactment. We leave that for another time. 

There have been many commemorations at 
Leyte in the past, the most memorable of which 
was a recent re-enactment of the MacArthur land- 
ing where the actor slipped and fell on his face. 

MacArthur relates the Leyte Landing in his 
“Reminiscences” as follows: 

“We came to Leyte just before midnight of a 
dark and moonless night. The stygian waters be- 
low and the black sky above seemed to conspire 
in wrapping us in an invisible cloak, as we lay to 
and waited for dawn before entering Leyte 
Gulf...Now and then a ghostly ship would slide 
quietly by us, looming out of the night and disap- 
pearing into the gloom almost before its outlines 
could be depicted. I knew that on every ship ner- 
vous men lined the rails or paced the decks, peer- 
ing into the darkness and wondering what stood 
ош there beyond the night waiting for the dawn 
to come, There is a universal sameness in the 
emotions of men, whether they be admiral or 
sailor, general or private, at such a time as 
this...Late that evening I went back to my cabin 
and read again those passages from the Bible 
from which | have always gained inspiration and 
hope. And I prayed that a merciful God would 
preserve each one of those men on the morrow.” 

Reading this made me realize how complicat- 
ed it must be to be God. Here was MacArthur 
praying for vicrory when the Japanese were sure- 
ly praying for the same thing from the opposite 
side of the fence

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Getting back to MacArthur, few people know 
that he had visited Leyte before 1944 when the 
US military built the docks there. MacArthur 
said: “And then just as the sun rose clear of the 
horizon, there was Tacloban. It had changed little 
since I had known it forty-one years before on my 
first assignment after leaving West Point. It was а 
full moment forme.” 

‘Then the event we remember today follows: 

“۸× Red Beach our troops secured a landing 
and began moving inland, I decided to go in with 
the third assault wave. President Osmefia, ac- 
companied by General Basilio Valdez, the Philip- 
pine Army Chief of Staff, and General Carlos Ro- 
mulo, my old aide, who had joined me in Bataan 
in 1942, had sailed with the convoy on one of the 
‘nearby transports. I took them into my landing 
barge and we started for the beach, Romulo, an 
old stalwart of the Quezon camp, was the resi- 
dent commissioner for the Philippines in Wash- 
ington, Noted for his oratorical ability, this popu- 
Jar patriot served on Bataan, and had been the ra- 
dio Voice of Freedom" from Corregidor. 

“As we slowly bucked the waves toward Red 
Beach, the sound of war grew louder, We could 
now hear the whining roar of airplane engines as 
they dove over our heads to strafe and bomb ene- 
my positions inland from the beach. Then came 
the steady erump, crump, crump of exploding 
naval shells. As we came closer, we could pick up 
the shouts of our soldiers as they gave and ac- 
knowledged orders. Then, unmistakably, in the 
near distance came the steady rattle of small-arms 
fire. could easily pick up the peculiar fuzzy gurgle 


of a Japanese machine gun seemingly not more 
than 100 yards from-the shoreline. The smoke 
from the burning palm trees was in our nostrils, 
and we could hear the continual snapping and 
crackling of flames. The coxswain dropped the 
ramp about 50 yards from shore, and we waded in. 
Ie took me only 30 or 40 long strides to reach dry 
land, but that was one of the most meaningful 
walks 1 ever took. When it was done, and 1 stood 
on the sand, I knew I was back again—against my 
old enemies of Bataan, for there, shining on the 
bodies of dead Japanese soldiers, saw the insignia 
ofthe 16th Division, General Нотта ace unit.” 

On shore he stood before a broadcasting unit 
and in the rain said: 

“people of the Philippines: I have returned. By 
the grace of Almighty God our forces stand again 
on Philippine soil—soil consecrated in the blood 
of our two peoples. We have come, dedicated and 
‘committed to the task of destroying every vestige 
of enemy control over your daily lives, and of 
restoring upon a foundation of indestructible 
strength, the liberties of your people.” 

When read in а book today, the words seem 
melodramatic or even corny, but one cannot deny 
the hope these same words inspired among Fil- 
ipinos tired of the Japanese and wishing for free- 
dom once more. 

Macarthur ended his speech by saying: 

“Rally to me. Let the indomitable spirit of 
Bataan and Corregidor lead on...Strike at every 
available opportunity. For your homes and 
hearths, strike! For future generations of your 
sons and daughters, strike! In the name of your 
sacred dead, strike! Let no heart be faint. Let ev- 
ery arm be steeled. The Guidance of Divine God 
points the way. Follow His name to the Holy Grail 
of righteous victory" 

It is not enough to remember the end of the 
wat, Let us hope that we never have to endure 
war again. R

ABOUT two or three years ago, 1 first wrote about the poten- 
tials of cashing in on the needs of US companies for software 
development, which they had started contracting out (thus 
the term “outsourcing” to Third World countries, mainly In- 
dia, the Philippines and China, 

While 1 knew outsourcing was going to grow rapidly, 1 
didn't realize it would do so at such a rapid pace, and that be- 
sides software devel- 
opment, the explo- 
sion would cover ar- 
eas such as call cen- 
ters, Today, there are 
some 8,000 Filipino 
firms engaged in 
outsourcing activi- 
ties. 

No doubt, there 
are many potential benefits in outsourcing, but if we are to 
maximize the gains, we should understand how outsourcing 
came about in relation to global capitalism, its advantages 
and disadvantages, and where we are today in this global 
market. Its also important that we look at the situation 
soberly, separating the hype from realities, 

"To do this, I checked different Internet sites but I will be 
mainly using figures from the Internet site of Offshoring Di- 
gest, which examines trends and prospects in outsourcing. 

Call centers and software development 

Call centers account for the biggest chunk of outsourcifig 
revenues in the Philippines. The call centers are actually cus- 
tomer service units, the “operators” responding to questions 
from consumers. Thus, someone living in the States and who 
has encountered difficulties operating a new МРЗ player 
from an American multinational can call a toll-free number 
to get advice. What the US-based customer may not know is 
that the customer service representative, speaking with а 
mild “foreign” accent, is actually based in Manila. 

1n 2003, there were 20,000 “seats” (job positions) genet- 
ated by Philippine-based call center firms, and that number 
was projected to double in 2004. Total revenues were said to 
have reached some $200 million in 2003. Some P10 billion 
has been invested to set up over 60 call center firms. 

1 could not find revenue figures for the other outsourcing 
segments, but I suspect software development comes in д 
close second to call centers. Offshoring Digest says there аге 
some 10,000 software developers in the country, about 10 
percent of our total number of IT professionals. These devel 
opers work for some 200 firms. 

Medical transcriptions and animation 

Less known than call centers and software development is 
the market for medical transcriptions, which involves medi 
cal reports, discharge summaries, therapy and rehabilitation 
notes, chart notes and other clinical reports. Under US laws, 
а doctor or a medical institution will not be paid their fees 
unless they have filed full medical reports, mainly doou- 
menting doctor-patient interactions. Doctors routinely tape 
their observations, which then have to be transcribed. 

‘There are about 20 medical transcription firms in the 
Philippines. I could not find total revenue figures for these 
firms, but Offshoring Digest says that one firm alone, Philip 
pine IT Offshore Network (Piton), had a $2.5 million contract 
‘with Health Partners, a US health maintenance organization. 
Under the contract, Piton will provide some 100,000 lines of 
medical transcription per day, to increase to 250,000 fo 
350,000 lines within the first year of the contract. i 

What human resources are required here? Apparently, a 
good transcription worker can provide up to 1,000 lines per 
day at a 98 percent average accuracy rate. They need to be 
able to provide transcripts within 24 hours; for emergency 
cases, the output has to be delivered within three to six 
hours. Its intensive work, and requires a familiarity with Ер. 
glish medical terms. Ў 

We move now to animation production, which involves à 
handful of firms. Filipinos mainly do two-dimensional (2D) 
animation, the more traditional drawing and painting such 
as what we see with many Walt Disney classics. We've started 
to compete for the market for 3D animation, which includes 
computer-generated images, but the high cost of software 
for such production has limited local firms from getting its 
share of the market. 

Runaway factories 

Outsourcing has many exciting potentials, but let's not 
forget that all these new industries only represent the latest 
phase in global capitalism, i 

Labor costs in the United States and other developed 
countries have always been much higher than in Third World 
countries, which is one reason we keep losing so many Fil- 
ipinos seeking greener pastures in countries like the United 
States, Canada and Australia, 

Business people are always looking for ways to maximize 
profits, mainly by keeping production costs, especially labot, 
as low as possible. Using cheap migrant labor still comes out 
expensive, so in the 1970s, we saw the phenomenon of "run- 
away factories," where American multinationals began set- 
ting up shop in Third World countries to take advantage of 
the lower labor costs. It started with factories across the 
United States’ southern border, in Mexico, but eventually 
spread to other countries. The Philippines was one of the 
countries that hosted these factories, mainly those produc- 
ing garments and electronic components. 

"The development of information technologies in the last 
30 years introduced new opportunities for global capitalism. 
We plunged into an information revolution, with businessés 
discovering that profits were to be made not justin the pro- 
duction of material goods but also in the packaging and dis- 
semination of knowledge and information. 

Outsourcing was inevitable as the rapid and efficient flow 
of information and knowledge became more and more im: 
portant. Note that some aspects of this flow of information 
and knowledge are part of a continuum of earlier global cağ- 
italism, The call centers, for example, are there to provide 
customer support for products which, although sold by an 
‘American multinational, were probably assembled in Ching, 
‘with parts from the Philippines, Mexico and Malaysia. 

Note, too, that there's a whole "generic" field of business 
process outsourcing (BPO), where a US-based firm will с 
tract a Third World group to handle all kinds of informatión 
and data tasks, Outsourcing Digest reports that there are 53 
registered BPO operators in the Philippines handling “busi- 
mess data processing, database management, finance and ac- 
counting services, insurance claims processing, logistics 
‘management, human resource administration, and sales and 
marketing,” 

In so many words then, there's more to outsourcing than 
call centers, software development, animation and software 
development, On Friday, lets see how we can use all this if- 
formation to maximize the benefits that we might want {9 
reap from outsourcing.

"hearings lately, I came to know of 
relevant data that disprove Cuna's 
allegations.

First Gas Power, an indepen- 
dent power producer described by 
Guna as "Meralco-affliated," is 
majority-owned by the Lopezes. 

“Meralco is presently under the 
management of the Lopezes, who 
are the minority shareholders of 
the company, whose biggest bloc 
of shares is held by the Philippine 
government. 

Meralco procures excess and ex- 
pensive electricity from First Gas 
Power, leading to Merako's high 
generation pass-on cost.

Guna argues that the power 
rate of the National Power Corp. is 
“artificially low” because of the 
20.40/kWh-cap on the PPA (pur- 
chased power adjustment). While 
that may be true, itis not an ex- 
сше not to buy from Napocor. 
While the savings are arguably il- 
lusory, the loss and added costs 
from the expensive Lopez inde- 
pendent power producers (IPP) 
are very real. 

Besides, in 2001, the Napocor, 
Philpodeco and Duracom rates 
‘were almost the same, with Dura- 
com pegged to 95 percent of 
Napocor; but again, indications of 
over-recovery in 2000-2001 were 
evident. Clearly, it was the First 
Gas and Quezon Power rates that 
were artificially high.

Meralco did in fact walk away

‘TANDAG, Surigao del Sur—On Monday, Eldy Sablas deliv- 
ered his last on air report from the Tandag police station. 


During the past days, Sablas, 
co-host of the radio program 
“Šinggit за mga Lunsuranon" (Cry 
of the townspeople) over dxJR- 
FM, had been talking about last- 
two gambling operations in many 
towns of the province and the pro- 
liferation of drugs, naming and 
warning suspected drug lords to 


stop their illegal activities. 

Ttwas also on the same day that an 
irate Gow. Vicente Pimentel phoned 
the radio station and lambasted 
Sablas for allegedly mentioning his 
name in connection with his alleged 
ilegal activites such as receiving 
bribe from drug traffickers, gambling 
operators and illegal loggers. 


Оп Tuesday morning, barely 24 
hours after the governors phone 
call, Sablas, 30, lay dead inside a 
tricycle, which he boarded after 
buying something from Ultra Mar- 
keting, a department store along 
the busy national highway here. 

A lone gunman shot him three 
times in the head and in the body us- 
inga 45 cal. pistol, around 10a.m. 

Police said the gunman walked 
behind the slow-moving vehicle 
from the department store. 

Tandag police Chief Insp. Amil 
Bakil said they have no suspect 


yet although the police were fol- 
lowing up several leads. 

То Butuan City, the Professional 
Responsible and Organized Media 
of Caraga (PRO-Media of Caraga ( 
condemned the Sablas murder. 

Celso Licup, PRO-Media presi- 
dent, said Sablas' death was the 
second in the region dominated 
by political warlords, who do not 
want being criticized. 

Last year, Rico Ramirez, a ra- 
dio reporter, fell to an assassin's 
bullet while on his way to work in 
San Francisco, Agusan del Sur. 


Licup said he hopes the Sablas 
murder would not end up un- 
solved like what happened to the 
Ramirez case and most cases of 
attacks against journalists. 

Inday Varona, chair of the Na- 
tional Union of Journalists in the 
Philippines, told the Inguinen that 
it was likely Sablas was killed due 
to his stance against drugs and il- 
legal gambling in Surigao del Sur. 

Varona said it was also possible 
that politicians who became ob- 
jects of Sablas' criticisms were be- 
hind his death. 
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She described the kiling of the 
jourmalis and other media practition- 
ers in the country as manifestation of 
“a breakdown of the justice system." 

“They (perpetrators) want to 
impress on everyone that they 
can really shoot just anybody. 
‘These are the people who want to 
silence the justice system in the 
Philippines,” she said. 

Sablas was the third joumalist 
killed in Mindanao this year and the 
Sth forthe Philippines.

The geometry of the heart becomes even 
more strange when we think of it in relation to 
God. St. Augustine, the great Sth century seek- 
er after God, wrote, "God is within the inmost 
heart, yet the heart has wandered away from 
him.”

Filipino nurses was grossly underreported be- 
cause hospitals abroad, particularly those in 
the United States, were directly recruiting the 
health workers as immigrants. 

NIH Executive Director Jaime Galvez-Tan 
said yesterday that the Philippine Overseas Em- 
ployment Administration (POEA), the agency 
tasked with facilitating the deployment of 
OFWs, recorded only 84,843 nurses who left 
the country since 1994. 

POEA data showed that 91 nurses left for 
the United States in 2000, 304 in 2001 and 
320 in 2002. The United States is one of the 
top destinations of Filipino health workers. 

Records from the countries of destination, 
however, revealed that around 50,000 nurses 
had left the Philippines over the past three 
уеаїз. A number of them were doctors who 
studied nursing so they could leave the coun- 
try for greener pastures. 

“Health workers have left the countly be- 
fore, but never in the history of the Philip 
pines has this happened. You have 50,000 
nurses leaving ... in three years. We need to 
do something now,” he said. 

“Do you actually believe that only a few 
hundreds have left in the past three years? 
Even our foreign counterparts know that’s not 
true," Galvez-Tan told reporters in an inter- 
view after a lecture at the UP Manila College 
of Nursing. 

Galvez-Tan presented the study titled “The 
Philippine Phenomenon of Nursing Medics: Why 
Doctors are Becoming Nurses" before a confer- 
'ence of the Education Commission for Foreign 
Medical Graduates in Washington D.C. last week. 

He said that the Philippines, India and South 
Africa were invited to the conference attended 
mostly by recruiting countries to discuss theip 
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‘elsewhere.

‘The Philippines was acknowledged as the top 
supplier of nurses while India was the No. 1 
source of doctors. South Africa also exports 
health workers. 


Shocking health situation 

“They were shocked when showed that 
while the Philippines was a glossy exporter of 
nurses and doctors, our health situation is 
shocking,” said Galvez-Tan, who is also UP 
Manila's vice chancellor for research. 

About 60 percent of the nurses in the United 
Kingdom are foreigners, majority of them Fil- 
ipinos. Galvez-Tan said Filipinos were now the 
biggest ethno-linguistic group in England. 

From 2000 to 2004, some 8,000 Filipino nurs- 
es left for the United Kingdom, according to data 
from the POEA, but the UK registry itself record- 
ed 16,000 Filipino nurses who got employed in 
the country during the period. 


Relaxed US policy on doctors 

‘The American government has also relaxed 
its policy on the practice of foreign doctors in 
the United States, Galvez-Tan said. 

Washington previously required foreign doc- 
tors studying in the United States to go back to 
their countries for a two-year residency, but this 
requirement has been discarded so the foreign 
specialists could serve in its poorer areas. 

Galvez-Tan said the United States would 
need 10,000 doctors and 100,000 nurses ev- 
ery year for the next 20 years. 

‘The Philippines has 418 nurses for every 
100,000 people or one for every 239 people. 
One of the country's premier state hospitals is 
losing 300 to 500 of its nurses to foreign em- 
ployment abroad every year, according to 
Galvez-Tan.

ANY DAY now, transport groups said they 
would hold a strike to paralyze public trans- 
port nationwide in protest of what they see as 
faulty government policies, especially of the 
Metro Manila Development Authority (MM- 
DA). 

At the same time, jeepney operators and 
drivers said they would seek a new P1.50 in- 
crease in the minimum fare once the price of 
diesel hits between P23 and Р23.50 to а 
liter. 

When the P1.50 fare hike took effect in 
mid-June, diesel was at P18 per liter. Diesel 
now costs between P21.75 and Р22.95 a liter 

“We were supposed to file a fare hike peti- 
tion when diesel went up to P21. But we de- 
ferred it after consulting with the govern- 
ment,” said Zenaida Maranan, president of 
the Federation of Drivers and Jeepney Opera- 
tors of the Philippines. 


New petition for submission 

“Now, we plan to submit our petition to the 
LTFRB as soon as we resolve some of our is- 
sues with the MMDA,” she added. 

Maranan said the jeeps, buses, taxis, shut- 
tles, FXs and tricycles were just waiting for 
the final word on the schedule of the strike. 

She said the public would be informed of 
the strike a day before. 

“We would be coming out with leaflets to 
also explain why we are holding a transport 
holiday the day before," said the president of 
the biggest transport group in the country. 
The Fejodap has more than 250,000 members 
nationwide. More than 50,000 of these are in 
Metro Manila. 

‘Among the concerns, Maranan said the 
biggest would be the new ticketing policies of 
the MMDA. 

She said drivers and operators are being 
burdened with huge interests on the fine. 

The MMDA slaps a 50 percent surcharge on 
drivers or operators who fail to pay a fine af- 
terthree weeks. 


Stiff penalty 

Maranan added that the MMDA impounds 
vehicles whose drivers have not complied 
with the summons in relation to a violation. 
She said the MMDA also charges a stiff penal- 
ty of P6,000 on out-of-line violators. 

“Maraming kapalpakan ang MMDA. Pap- 
atayin nila ang hanay ng public transport," ac- 
cording to Maranan. 

Apart from Fejodap, major jeepney 
groups like the Pinagkaisang Samahan ng 
"superat Opereytor Nationwide, the Philip- 
pine Confederation of Drivers Organiza- 
tion-Alliance of Concerned Transportation 
Operators (PCDO-Acto), the Makati Jeep- 
ney Operators and Drivers Association, and 
the Alliance of Transport Operators and 
Drivers Association of the Philippines are 
ready to go on strike. 

Members of the participating jeepney 
groups total more than 700,000 nationwide. 

Maranan said most bus groups were also 
girding for the transport holiday. 

Efren de Luna, president of PCDO-Acto, 
said the fare hike was insufficient in address- 
ing the concerns of drivers and operators.

Taulava was also found to have faked his pa- 
pers, but deportation proceedings against him 
were stalled because of a temporary restraining 
order issued by a Manila regional trial court. 

‘The PBA has already received the official com- 
munication regarding the revocation of the cer- 
tifcates allowing the league to impose a board- 
mandated suspension on the players. 

“The DOJ resolution ordered the revocation of 
the certificates of recognition of Messrs. Ordonio, 
Harp, Hatfield, Pennisi and Crisano. Without that 
certificate, a [foreign-born] player cannot see ac- 
tion in the PBA because the certificate is an essen- 
tial requirement for eligibility,” said Eala.

Lambo on the lam 


FORMER AIM president Felipe Alfonso has 
not been the lone victim within Metrobank of 
the checks scam involving former students of 
hisat the Asian Institute of Management. 

Metrobank has just dismissed a female 
branch manager, after the bank discovered 
that it lost P2.1 million in a checks encash- 
ment scam in their Pioneer Kapitolyo 
branch that had also involved the father 
and son Bitangas of Corinthian Gardens. 

‘The Bitangas are said to be students who 
have earned the confidence of Alfonso that 
the latter even entrusted four pre-signed 
blank checks to Anthony Bitanga, a young car 
accessories shop owner in The Fort. 

Instead of being used in a purported 
Batangas mission as had been directed by 
Alfonso, the young Bitanga palmed off the 
Alfonso checks, with a combined face val- 
ue of P32.5 million, to acquire a Lam- 
borghini Murcielago, a BMW 645 Ci and a 
BMW X3. 

‘What is strange is that when Alfonso, who 
was a director and chair of the bank's risk 
management committee, entrusted his per- 
sonal checks to Bitanga sometime in August, 
the Metrobank board had just concluded 
months of investigation and has approved the. 
filing of estafa and falsification cases against. 
the branch manager and Mateo Bitanga, the 
father of Anthony, who is himself facing a 
string of estafa cases in various Metro Manila 
courts. 

Stranger still, Alfonso has desisted from 
filing any criminal or civil case against the 
young Bitanga for having fraudulently 
used his checks, despite the educator him- 
self now being sued for estafa after three 
of his checks that Bitanga used bounced. 

According to the grapevine, Alfonso last 
week even agreed to raise P3 million just 
so the missing Lamborghini, valued at P20 
million, may finally be released by a car 
dealer-money lender to the original own- 
ег, who, in turn, would drop the estafa

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RP posted trade surplus in Aug.; key imports fell 


‘THE PHILIPPINES posted its first 
monthly trade surplus in six 
months in August, government 
data showed on Tuesday, but a 
fall.in electronics imports raised 
concerns that one of the coun- 
trys main trade engines was 
slowing. 

Exports exceeded imports by 
$36 million in August, revers- 
ing a deficit of $101 million a 
year earlier and $310 million 
in July, the National Statistics 
Office said. 

Imports rose 8.9 percent to 
$3.38 billion from a year earli- 
er, but fell from July's tally of 
$3.42 billion 
‚ Electronics imports, which 
accounted for 42.5 percent of 
the total, fell 2.9 percent from 
а year earlier and 3.3 percent 


from July to $1.437 billion. 

It was the second straight 
month to show an annual fall. 

A slowdown in electronics 
imports, most of which are re- 
assembled for export, is a sig- 
nal exports will slow. 

"Still continuously weak im- 
ports on the electronics side, 
which doesn't bode that well 
for exports going forward,” 
said Nicholas Bibby, a strate- 
gist at Barclays Capital in Sin- 
gapore. 

"Certainly I don't think 
we're going to see a marked ac- 
celeration of export growth in 
the coming months ... this is in 
line with what we have started 
to see happening in other 
countries as well," he added. 

The government--battling 


chronic budget deficits, tax, 


evasion and corruption—has 
warned that healthy first-half 
growth in electronics exports 
may taper off in the second 
half as a global technology sec- 
tor recovery slows. 

Exports in Augus, an- 
mounced earlier this month, 
were $3.415 billion, up 13.7 
percent from a year earlier. 
The figures are not seasonally 
adjusted. 

The trade deficit in the first 
eight months was $1.479 bil- 
lion, 11.5 percent smaller than 
the same period last year. 

Record high oil prices may 
have pushed up overall im- 
ports for the Philippines, 
which imports nearly all its 
crude needs, AB Capital ana- 


lyst Jose Vistan said. 

The weak peso, which has 
been brushing its record low of 
56.45 to the US dollar, was 
likely to keep a lid on imports 
in the coming months, he 
added. 

“Imports tend to be a leading 
indicator and 1 would say 
achieving 8-percent growth is 
quite respectable, but not ex- 
actly comforting,” Vistan said.

against troubled Nenaco

THE COURT of Appeals has denied the claim 
of Japan's Tsuneishi Heavy Industries 
against troubled inter-island shipping firm 
Negros Navigation Co. (Nenaco) for lack of 
merit. 

The Oct.6 decision of the CA penned by As- 
sociate Justice Juan Enriquez Jr. agreed with 
Nenaco's stand that creditors’ claims against 
the company were suspended pending its re- 
habilitation. 

The decision stemmed from Tsuneishi's pe- 
tition last February with a Cebu court to at- 
tach or take over a Nenaco vessel as payment 
for some P111 million in unpaid dry-docking 
and ship repair fees. 

Tsuneishi also initiated garnishment pro- 
ceedings of Nenaco's account with Prudential 
Bank, to cover part of Nenaco's debts to the 
Japanese company. 

The Cebu court attached Nenaco's M/V St. 
Peter the Apostle a month later, but the order 
was not implemented after Nenaco filed a pe- 
tition for corporate rehabilitation with the 
Manila Regional Trial Court. 

Tsuneishi had earlier attempted to seize 


the ship with 700 passengers on board to 
force the immediate payment of past ac- 
counts. 

Nenaco is 98-percent owned by property 
firm Metro Pacific Corp., the local flagship 
firm of Hong Kong-based conglomerate First. 
Pacific Co. Led. 

Metro Pacific had offered to buy shares 
held by minority shareholders 

Nenaco's financial troubles came in the 
wake of the 1997 Asian currency crisis, as the 
sudden depreciation of the peso against the 
US dollar roughly doubled the cost of servic- 
ing its dollar-denominated debts. 

Japanese ship builder Tsuneishi, on the 
other hand, is a partner of Nenaco rival 
Aboitiz Transport Systems Corp. 

Nenaco asked the court for debt relief to 
give it some breathing space to implement its 
court-approved recovery program, that 
would enable it to pay over Р2.5 billion in 
debt. 

Tsuneishi appealed the case with the CA, 
but the appellate court upheld the Manila 
RTC decision, saying the lower court did not 
abuse its authority when it issued the stay or-

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Texas Instruments expects 10% sales growth ї

TEXAS Instruments Philippines expects its 
sales revenues to go up by at least 10 percent. 
to $3 billion this year, according to company 
president Norberto Viera. 

Viera said this was a ‘normal’ growth figure 
considering the same trend in the digital cel- 
lular communications industry. 

He said that for next year, TIP was expect- 
ing sales to grow by 5 percent to 6 percent in 
line with the projected 10 percent to 11 per- 
cent growth in the electronics sector. 

The company, whose parent unit is based in 
Dallas, is engaged in the production of digital 
signal processors and analog technologies 
used in cellular phones, the Internet, cameras 
and audio electronics. 

TIP's DSPs represent all of such processors 
used in Nokia cellular phones and 80 percent 
of all the processors used in Sjemens units. 

Viera further said that in preparation for 
growth, TIP had earmarked some $300 mil- 
lion in additional investment over the next 
twoor three years. 

He said the amount would fund the devel- 
opment of a facility that would add 50 per- 
cent in the company's production capacity. 

ТЇР is also scheduled to introduce next year 
new products such as the stack die used in third- 
generation mobile phones. Texas Instruments is 
already producing this product in Japan and 
Korea and will expand production here. 

Ina related matter, the Semiconductor and 
Electronics Industries of the Philippines said 
investments in the sector that were registered 
with the Board of Investments and the Philip- 
pine Economic Zone Authority reached P19.5 
biliion. 

‘The amount represents 67 businesses that 
generated a total of some 23,000 jobs. 

‘According to Seipi, which held its annual 
CEO Forum yesterday, the country now repre- 
sented 10 percent of the world supply of semi- 
conductor manufacturing services, 50 per- 
себе of the world's production of 2.5-inch 
hard disk drives, and 10 percent of the world’s 
production of 3.5-inch HDDs. 

Other big names in the industry that have 
investments in the county are Intel with its 
largest microprocessor and flash test factory, 
‘Toshiba which has located one of three plants 
that are the world's only manufacturers of 
laptops.

The three largest HDD producers in the 
Philippines are Hitachi Ltd. with 500,000 
units a year; Fujitsu Computer Product Corp.

BSP tightens 
screening of 
bank auditors

THE BANGKO Sentral ng Pilipinas has further 
tightened the screening of external auditors 
that would check the books of banks and oth- 
er financial institutions. 

The BSP said in a recent circular that it 
would set performance standards for external 
auditors, who must also go through a stringent 
pre-qualification and accreditation process. 

Based on the new rules, the selection of ex- 
ternal auditors would be valid for three years, 
after which the auditors must renew their 
mandate. : 

“The (BSP's) Supervision and Examination 
Sector shall make an annual assessment of the 
performance of external auditors and will rec- 
‘ommend deletion from the list even prior to 
the three-year renewal period, if based on аз- 
sessment, the extemal auditors’ report did not 
comply with BSP requirements," the BSP said. 

External auditors that will meet the reguire- 
‘ments provided in the circular shall be included 
inthe list of accredited external auditors. 

In case of a partnership, inclusion in the list 
of selected external auditors shall apply to the 
audit firm only, not to the individual signing 
partners or auditors under its employment, 
the circular said. 

Only external auditors accredited by the 
BSP are allowed to conduct regular audi 
banks, subject to the following condition: 

* No external auditor may be engaged 
by a bank if he had or was committed to ас- 
quire any direct or material indirect finan- 
cial interest in the bank, or if his indepen- 
dence is considered impaired under the cir- 
cumstances specified in the Code of Profes- 
sional Ethics for Certified Public Accoun- 
tants. 

In the case of a partnership, this limitation 
shall apply to the partners, associates and the 
auditor-in-charge of the engagement; 

The external auditor and the members‏ و 
of the audit team do not have/shall not have‏ 
‘outstanding loans or any credit accommoda-‏ 
tions (except credit card obligations) with‏ 
any bank to be audited/being audited at the‏ 
time of signing the engagement and during‏ 
the engagement;‏ 

* The external auditor and members of 
the audit team adhere to the highest stan- 
dards of professional conduct, including in- 
tegrity and objectivity; and 

The external auditor should have at‏ و 
least five years of track record in conducting‏ 
external audit‏ 

‘The BSP said it would give out the list of se- 
lected external auditors to all banks, quasi 
banks, trust entities and non-stock sav- 
ings/loan associations every year.

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Gov't under fire for absorbing P200-B Napocor debt 


Solons call for full public accounting of how debts were incurred and why money was borrowed

SOLONS from both houses of Congress 
lashed out at the national government 
for going ahead with the absorption of 
P200 billion of the National Power 
Corp’s debts even though it had virtually 
no way of repaying these. 

Militant lawmaker Crispin Beltran of 
the Anakpawis party-list group accused 
the government of being an inconsistent 
hypocrite, moving ahead with the 
Napocor ‘debt absorption even after 
declaring a fiscal criss. 

“President Arroyo keeps exhorting ev- 
eryone to scrimp and save, and has even 


ROXAS told Filipinos to make do with food 


coupons instead of demanding jobs and 
housing," Beltran said in a statement. 
"But now we hear that the government is 
willing and even eager'to absorb P200 
billion in debts. Where are the funds go- 
ing to come from to pay off these debts 
but from taxpayers? 

"Its evident that all these austerity 
measures are directed toward paying off 
debts the Filipino people did not benefit 
from—debts that are highly anomalous 
and have even yet to be comprehensively 
audited.” 

Administration Sen. Manuel Roxas II 
likewise called for a thorough account- 
ing of the debts the government would 
remove from Napocors shoulders. 


Before the debts could be absorbed, 
Roxas said а full public accounting on 
how the debts were incurred, why the 
money was borrowed, and for what ex- 
act purposes the liabilities were contract- 
ed should be completed. 

Malacafiang last week issued Execu- 
tive Order No. 370 which allowed the na- 
tional government to directly assume 
P200 billion of Napocor's debts. 

‘The order was issued in connection with 
Section 32 of Republic Act No. 9136, or the 
Electric Power Industry Reform Act of 
2001 (Epira), giving the national govem- 
ment the power to directly assume up to 
P200 billion of the state firm's obligations. 

Te took effect Oct. 15, immediately af, 


ter it was published in a newspaper of 
general circulation. No announcement, 
other than the newspaper ad, was made 
about it. 

Under the EO, the Department of Fi- 
nance, in consultation with the Department 
of Budget and Management and the Com- 
mission on Audit, will work out the details 
‘on how to go about the debt absorption. 

These details will include identifying 
the specific debts to be assumed; making 
arrangements with Napocor, the Power 
Sector Assets and Liabilities Manage- 
ment Corp. and the national govern- 
ment; the proper treatment and record- 
ing of the transactions; and the actual 
implementation of the debt assumption. 


Fitch Ratings questions RP Globe to raise $150M for 2005 capex 
over pace of fiscal reforms

A VISITING team from the credit ratings firm 
Fitch Ratings has questioned government 
‘economic managers on the slow pace of fiscal 
reforms, rising inflation and shrinking cur- 
rent account surplus. 

‘Amando Tetangco, Bangko Sentral ng 
Pilipinas deputy governor, yesterday said the 
London-based ratings firm asked about the 
progress of the new fiscal measures the Ar- 
royo administration had committed to shortly 
after it secured a fresh six-year term after the 
last elections, 

Fitch Ratings earlier warned that the 
Philippines was running the risk of a further 
downgrade ofits sovereign credit rating. 

‘The ratings firm, whose biggest concerns 
were the government's sagging tax revenues 
and the deep-seated financial debt problems 
ofthe power sector, has given the country 18 
months to pass the legislative measures need- 
ed to shore up tax revenues and ease public 
sector debt woes. 

“It was about the same concerns that were 
raised during the roadshow,” Tetangco said, 
citing queries on fiscal reforms, 

During last month's global roadshow held 
across Asia, Europe and the United States, in- 
vestors aired their anxiety over key Philippine 
legislative measures and the timetable set for 
their passage. 

On the monetary side, Tetangco said Fitch 
Ratings also asked about the 25۴5 prospects 


оп inflation amid runaway oil prices. 

BSP Assistant Governor Diwa Guinigundo, 
who attended the separate technical meet- 
ings with Fitch Ratings, said the monetary au- 
thorities had explained that the 4-5 percent 
target range for this year and the next would 
be breached due to supply bottlenecks. 

"But we told them that, starting the middle 
of 2005, we'll go back to the 4-5 percent tar- 
get range,” Guinigundo said. 

Fitch Ratings likewise asked the BSP about 
its outlook on the balance of payments, given 
the slowdown in thé current account surplus 
from about $1 billion last year to about $1.5 
billion this year. 

The BOP measures foreign exchange trans- 
actions between the economy and the rest of 
the world. Its major components are the cur- 
rent account and the capital and financial ےھ‎ 
count. 

‘The current account records trade in goods 
and services as well as transfers while the cap- 
ital and financial account records loan trans- 
actions, investment flows, short-term capital 
and other related items. 

Guinigundo said the lower current account 
surplus this year was due to the rise in imports 
and did not mean that the economy was be- 
‘coming less competitive in global trade. 

‘The rise in import bill was affected by the 
skyrocketing oil prices, although Guinigundo 
said the adverse impact on trade versus pro- 
jections was only about $400 million for this 
year.

DOTC taps PPA earnings to put up 
maritime hubs, upgrade facilities

‘THE DEPARTMENT of Transportation 
is tapping the earnings of the Philip- 
pine Ports Authority worth P550 mil- 
lion to put up new port facilities and 
upgrade old ones in strategic areas in 
the country. 

‘The move is aimed at facilitating 
the swift transport of farm goods and 
other products to reduce the costs of 
transporting them. 

‘Transport Secretary Leandro Men- 
дога said the government was plan- 
ning to put up seaports in the west- 
em, central and eastern nautical 
highway. These areas are not fully 
covered by the roll-on, roll-off or Roro 
system. Specifically, the hubs are in- 
tended to be put up in the Mindoro- 
Marihduque-Romblon-Palawan (МЕ 
maropa) corridor; the West Min- 
danao link covering the islands of 
Zamboanga, Basilan, Jolo and Tawi- 
Tawi, and the Northeastern Luzon 


link including Real, Baler, Bilasag, 
Maconacon, Dingalan, Casiguran in 
Quezon Province; Palanan, and San 
Vicente in Cagayan. 

] Assistant Secretary 
Roberto Castanares said the cost of 
putting up the facilities and of up- 
grading existing ports was placed at 
about P550 million. 

“Most of the funds will have to 
come from the PPA,” according to 
Castanares in an interview. 

The transport department said a 
number of ports were scheduled for 
upgrade or rehabilitation. 

These are the ports along the 
Matnog-Sorsogon-Bulan-Culasi con- 
nection; Tacloban-Palompon-Bogo-

‘Mendoza said that steps were be- 
ing taken [o ensure that the country's 
ports were safe and adequately se- 
cured.

Before starting the 
engine, 1 appreciated 
the 24 2575 form 
and function while at 
rest.

Runaway winner 

Feature- and comfort-wise, this 
24 is a runaway winner over the 
earlier 73 she drove two years 
ago on the way to Baguio. 24 is 
said to have lost weight but not 
light enough to sacrifice the rigid- 
ity of the vehicle. BMW officials 
said they have made the Z4's 
body extra-strong yet extra-light, 
and has been designed from the 
outset as a genuine roadster. The 
specs sheet and drive feel indi- 
care torsional stiffness of 14,500 
Nm/degree, exceeding the tor- 
sional stiffness of the 73 (5,600 
Nm/degree) more than twice. 

BMW boasts that never before 
has a convertible or roadster of- 
fered torsional stiffness of this 
standard, brilliantly solving the 
conflict of interest between sa- 
loon-like smoothness and vibra- 
tion control, on the one hand, 
and a dynamic, sporting suspen- 


sion setup on the other. 

OF course, the remaining stiff- 
ness of the 24 could still be unnerv- 
ing for those who want an every- 
day car. But to put things in per- 
spective, in this part of the world, 
the 24 is not an everyday car. It is 
meant to be taken out only occa- 
sionally. And, based on my expe 
ence, owners should see the wis- 
dom of choosing where you drive 
it, lest your status be questioned. 

For example, during the trip to 
Eagle Ridge, our group decided to 
stop by a roadside carinderia eatery 
along Aguinaldo Highway. Resi- 
dents there kept on asking what the 
24 was doing near the carinderia. 

Three of my motoring col 
leagues remarked on the similari- 
ty of the handling of the 24 with 
the BMW 3 series, with its go-kart 
like response. Some even said the 
ТА felt like a BMW 325 M-Sport. 

BMW says that while the 24 
has been carried over in its basic 
configuration from the 3 Series, 
the suspension has modified the 
setup, focusing on even more dy- 
namic handling than, say, the sus- 
pension of the 3 Series coupé. 
The perfect balance of weight on 
the two axles provides all the in- 
gredients for harmonious behav- 
ior on the road. A further factor is 
rear-wheel drive offering decisive 
benefits particularly in a sports 
car—for example by keeping the 
steering absolutely free of drive 
forces, ensuring superb steering 
precision and providing absolute- 
ly clear feedback.

DSC with DTC 

The first thing that came into 
mind when this writer saw the 
Dynamic Stability Control even 
with agile handling on the 24 is, 
“What is a DSC button still doing 
on this саг?" The answer from 24 
makers is plain and simple: even 
though the suspension offers 
safety reserves so sufficient, this 
safety system is only required in 
really dangerous situations and 
not as some kind of enhancement 
for the suspension, 

A further important point is 
that the new DTC (Dynamic Trac- 
tion Control) allows the 24 driver 
to adjust the DSC to his personal 
dynamic driving requirements: 
At the touch of a button, DTC pro 
vides an increase in slip control 
onthe rear wheels geared to actu- 
al driving conditions. Fitted with 
DTC, the 24 offers the same agili- 
tyas a sports car featuring a "clas- 
sic” limited-slip differential, wi 
out forfeiting the usual DSC func- 
tions under extreme conditions. 

How safe is the 247 BMW says 
that the backbone for the high 
standard of passive safety offered 
to the driver and passenger is the 
extremely stable body structure 
using high-strength steel wherev- 
er appropriate. The A pillars form 
a rollbar at the front supplement- 
ed by two steel rollbars behind 
the seats. The driver and passen- 
gers are protected in the 24 by 
four airbags fitted as standard.

IT ISN'T often that a car gets to be described 
as “guwapo” by people soon after its intro. But 
this early in the game—it was launched in 
Manila only a month ago—that flattering ad- 
jective has stuck to the Mazda3. 

‘One glance at the Mazda3 and you'll know 
why. This four-door compact sedan was de- 
signed and built in such a way that it looks like a 
snazzy sports coupé befitting the "zoom zoom. 
zoom” mantra of its manufacturer. Everything 
about the stylish, low-slung Mazda3 suggests 
speed, strength and muscle. It awakens the pas- 
sion for adventure and a yeaming to hit the 
road just for the sheer joy of driving it. 


Sold out 

Since the 3 is offered with either a 24 
1.6-liter engine, buyers with no budget limita- 
tions would naturally opt for the top-of-the-line 
2.04йег (P925,000) that comes with a power 
sunroof, black leather seats, 17-inch aluminum 
alloy wheels and a lip-type rear spoiler as stan- 
dard equipment. In fact, as T write this the 2.0- 
liter Mazda is sold out and there isa backlog of 
waiting buyers. Suddenly all the other cars in 
the same market segment look dated 

‘With the 2.0-liter so much in demand, Maz- 
da Philippines had no demo unit for me to test- 
drive for a week recently except a 1.6 model. 
Surprisingly enough, 1 found the infinity black 
1.6L V Mazda3 even sexier than the petrol red 
2.0L R unit that I and other motoring journal- 
ists took turns driving around the sprawling 
Eagle Ridge Golf and Country Club in Cavite 
the other weekend for the Car of the Year pro- 
ject. With its honeycomb mesh grille (as distin- 
guished from the 2.05 slatted grille) and black 
‘woven seats with red accent, the black 1.6L V 
looks more dashing than the red 2.0-liter 3.

Given the soaring price of gasoline these 
days, if I were a buyer I would choose the 1.6 
rather than the 2.0-liter even though the latter 
packs more horsepower (141 ps/6,500 rpm) 
than the former (105 ps/6,000 rpm).

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Fusing Japan's old

vigorating fusion of old and 

new, as its unique culture and 
enduring religious ideals combine 
charmingly with its enthusiastic 
embrace of the modern world. 

Its bustling and futuristic cities contrast 
strikingly with its scenic landscapes and 
pagoda temples. Kimonos are still worn, the 
Noh and Kabuki theaters are thriving, while. 
ordinary Japanese are also decked out in 
sky-high platform shoes and hair colors of 
bodacious hues, 

If this mélange of traditional and contem- 
porary were to be encompassed by one mu- 
sical instrument, it would be the Tsugaru 
shamisen. The shamisen is a 3-ft long, 
three-stringed instrument, closely resem- 
bling the banjo. It's often touted as the 
“Japanese guitar” and is played with a large 
pick called bachi. 

It has evolved from being a contraption 
that accompanied folk singers in the 18th 
and 19th centuries to an instrument that 
has had significant impact in Japanese clas- 
sical music and world music in general. 

Tsugaru, a region of the Aomori Prefec- 
ture on the northern tip of Honshu, is char- 
acterized by harsh winters and heavy snow- 
fall. Taking a cue from the blind musicians 
in the 1800s who visited and sang in farms 
and houses for food, the nomads of Tsugaru 
developed their own style for playing the 
shamisen at the time when written music 
was still non-existent.

Strong sense of playing 

‘The Tsugaru shamisen today is tradition- 
ally louder, utilized for a stronger sense of 
playing mostly in festivals and larger per- 
formances. 2 

When first heard, it automatically con- 
jures images of historical Japan with its 
bluesy, stringy sound. But some of the coun- 
try's modern-day musicians have tried the 
instrument and reinvented its sound. 

Enter Nitta Oyako, the father-and-son 
duo of Hiroshi and Masahiro Nitta from the. 
town of Sapporo, Japan. Hiroshi decided to 
become a professional shamisen player 
when he was in high school, and has been 
honing his talent for the last 35 years. 

Aside from having received numerous 
awards and appearing in several Japanese 
television programs, Hiroshi has also 
founded a shamisen association (Kougen- 
туш) to promote the instrument. 

His son Masahiro began to take interest 
in the shamisen when he was in junior high 
school in 1998, after having witnessed his 
father's victory in the 1997 National Tsug- 
aru Shamisen Competition. Within only sev- 
en months, he won the All-Japan Junior 
High/Senior High School Competition. He 
released two solo albums—"Sou" (August 
2001) and "Yuki" (October 2002) prior to 
collaborating with his father. 

In November 2002, the duo released their 
first album titled "Oyako" (Parent and

IE YOU let the film industry die, you 
take away the song of the nation. 

‘This is what former Pangasinan 
congressman Oscar Orbos told a 
congress of movie industry work- 
ers last Sunday in an inspirational 
talk meant to rouse them into tak- 
ing steps to protect the industry. 

“Who will tell our story if we 
let the film industry die?” Orbos 
said in his speech. “Foreigners 
will be left to do the telling. They 
will tell our story on HBO, CNN.” 

‘That scenario would not be in 
the picture if director Joel Laman- 
gan and other industry leaders suc- 
ceed in forming a sector for the lo- 
cal movie industry, 

“Tam so happy, it's actually hap- 
pening,” Lamangan told Inquirer 
Entertainment during a break in 
the activities at the congress held 
at the Amoranto Multi-Purpose 
Hall in Quezon City of the newly 
formed Nagkakaisang Mangga- 
gawa ng Pelikulang Pilipino. 

Attended by at least 700 
movie industry workers, from 
legmen to superstar Vilma San- 
tos, the congress also elected 15. 
people from the industry work- 
force representing the actors, 
directors, screenwriters, techni- 
cal staff, checkers and bookers, 
talents (also known as extras 
and stunt men), utility men and 
the runners. 

In an earlier interview Laman- 
gan said "the movie industry is 
the only industry that is heavily 


taxed that does not have repre- 
sentation.” 

“There is a need to develop a 
whole sector for the movie indus- 
пу to be able to protect people 
that make up the industry” 
Lamangan said. “As а non-gov- 
ernmental organization, it would 
be able to lobby Congress for tax 
breaks, limiting of foreign films, 
taxes, all of these. As such, this 
sector would fight for the indus- 
try, and would be seen as an eco- 
nomic force.” 


Losing the magic 

One after the other, represen- 
tatives of the various groups that 
make up the industry spoke on 
stage about the problems the in- 
dustry is facing. 

Firston the lists globalization, 
which accounts for the glut of 
Hollywood films in the market, 
followed by piracy, high taxes and 
censorship. 

“Little by little, the Filipino 
movie lost its magic,” said direc- 
tor Maning Borlaza in his speech. 
“With the sinking profits at the 
box office, producers have cut 
down on production costs. The 
result: a collision of low-budget 
local films with giant hits like 
‘True Lies, "Titanic, ‘Harry Pot- 
ter, ‘Gladiator’ As this was hap- 
pening, the pirates continued 
their attack on the industry.” 

Borlaza pointed out that the 
number `of unemployed movie 
workers continue to rise by the 
day. He said that this year, only 50 
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films might be produced, com- 
pared to 400 foreign releases. 

"Who is happy?" he asked. 
“Lets blame no one. IFT point my 
finger at someone, four of my fin- 
gers are pointing at me.” 

He noted that the industry 
could work together to lessen the 
attacks on it by Hollywood films 
and heavy taxation. He said the 
industry should work at lessening 
the number of foreign films 
shown in the Philippines without 
breaking existing laws. 


Date to remember 

“We cannot just stand and 
watch and say nothing,” Borlaza 
said, "We should organize, hold 
hands until we can form a sector. 
whose voice would be heard.” 

He said Sunday, Oct. 17, 2004, 
when the group was formed, 
“will be written in history of 
Philippine movies as the day we, 
brothers and sisters in the film in- 
dustry, held hands and rose as 
one... And in one voice we say, the 
industry has problems, we will 
solve them. It is sick, we will 
nurse it. It is down, we will raise 
it, The load is heavy, the obstacles 
plenty. But God is with us. 1 say 
hail, we will prevail. We will pre- 
vail, we will prevail.” 

After the speeches, including 
one by film critic and film profes- 
sor Bienvenido Lumbera read by 
Richard Gomez, the representa- 
tives of the various groups went 
up on stage to report the prob- 
lems they face.

Baldo Marro, representing the 
stunt men who risk their lives 
jumping off tall buildings or 
walking on fire, lamented the 
lack of insurance for this group of 
workers.

terms of food on the set, just and

“They are the last to be fed, the 
first to arrive on the set, the last to 
go. Sometimes, when the scene in 
which they should have been part 
of is not shot, they would be sent 
home without even transporta-

“Evolution” needs cleaner final print, reviewer warns 


A FILIPINO movie that runs for 10 
hours caught the attention of crit- 
ics after its recent screening at the 
Toronto Film Festival—enough to 
land a lengthy, detailed review in 
Variety magazine, considered the 
bible of the entertainment industry 


worldwide. 

“Evolution of a Filipino Family” 
by Lav Diaz was cited for its “un- 
compromising and austere serious- 
ness" and “starkly modern devices.”
